The Collector of Internal Reve- 


nue reminded federal Income tax- 
payers today tnat January IB Is the 
deadline for filing, amending 'and 
paying 1946 Declarations of Esti- 
mated Tax. 


In issuing thin reminder, the Col- 
lector cautioned taxpayers not to 
confuse 
the January IB tax date 


with the usual ?>Iarch 1C deadline 
for filing final 1946 Income tax re- 
turns.
